The Conference of Labor Leaders 


Discloses Varied Opinions as 


to Means and Measure. 


SOME OF THEM WAHT REVOLUTION 


Ratchford Wants a Special Session of 


Congress — Carson Says the Illi- 


nois Strikers are Revolutionists 


Ready to Shoulder Arms. 


at. Louis, Aug. 31.—Daring the after- 


noon of yesterday President Ratchford. 
made a speech, suggesting 
that 
the 


convention pass a resolution, not pray- 
iiig, begging or urging, but demanding 
that congress be called In extra session at 
once to take cognizance of the Question of 
Injun"!lona by the courts and the people. 
Tbo spe/iker advised that if the president 
refuted to make the call within 20 days 
a 
sympathetic strike of all 
kindred 


branches of labor be ordered. 


1 hi* latter proposition was not received 


with vociferous applause. In fact, a good 
niiiny looked at each other in a startled 
kind of way, as it apprehensive of what 
w.is coming next. 


Pat O'Xeill followed 
in a speech in 


wuich he figuratively jumped on Mr. 
Katcbford with both feet for his conserva- 
tism, and stated that he was both a revo- 
lutionist iind a socialist. 
He was kind 


enough to pay his respects to the Globe- 
Democrat, aud closed by saying he had no 
donfat there worj other men in the meet- 
ing Nbo had ''acres of brains to nn ounce 
of what I have," and the convention 
seemed to agree with him from Ijhe ap- 
plause which followed this remark. 


,1. R. Sovereign advised moderation, 


but would not favor asking the aid of 
Congress unless it could do something 
definite in 20 days. W. £> Muhen tbonght 
it frivolous to call on congress, and 
thought a revolution was the thing. 
James M. Carson, president of the Illinois 
Mine Workers.said that the 36,000 miners 
in his state were revolutionists already, 
and if the convention said the word they 
were ready to go out with arms on their 
shoulders and fight for their rights at 
any time. But if the convention didn't 
do something the Illinois miners would 
have to give up the fight within two 
weeks. President Baotbford objected to 
this statement, saying that the Illinois 
miners would not give up, and that talk 
of rides and Winchesters had no place in 
tho convention. '

morning. The meeting adjourned at 6 
p. in. j-estcrday.

THE MEETING LAST NIGHT. 


SI>«T< he- liy Sovereign «nd Oilier tabor 


I.fHders "with Opinions. 


Masonic Temple ball was only fairly 


well filled last night with the errwd that 
c.itno to hear the labor leaders ^peak at 
thu public mass meeting. 
A short time 


before the meeting opened, a brass band 
entered tbe hall and lent tbe additional 
attraction of music in drawing the crowd. 
The meeting was called to order by H. 
W. Setinbiss, who introduced J. R. Sover- 
eign, grand master 
workman of tbe 


Knights of Labor, as tbe first speaker. 
Mr. Sovereign opened with tbe statement 
that civilization was at last face to face 
with the flnal great problem of human' 
nature, the question of human liberty. 
Ho said tbe encroachments of capital bad, 


BO guided the construction of tbe law that 
tho laboring man had at last become 
nothing but a small wheel in %be machin- 
ery of the body politic, with no volition 
of his own. He said tbe time bad come 
when organizes labor would have to reor- 
gani/e to fight combined "capital, which 
had so tightened its grasp on the country 
that it was ruling tbe people by means'of 
court Injunctions. 
This trend of capital, 


be said, had first been noticeable when 
'bat knight errant of social industry, 
Eugene V. Drbs, had been deprived of his 
liberty for fighting for the rights of IJrt 
fellow men. Mr. Sovereign said he bad' 
gone further than he bad intended to, but 
be must say that he believed in taking 
'be supreme power out 'of tbe hands of 
the court and of placing it in the hands of 
tho people, where he thought It belonged. 


Mr. Lloyd, ft young man with clean 


s! aven face, stepped on tbe platform and 
fepean by eayins tbat th?re was only one 
J"an in tbe United -States able to repre- 
sent Eugene Y. Debs, and that was Eu- 


bimself. His speech was 
gene V. Debs 
the same in "effoet as Mf.~Sovereignls~l3 
that it was a t!rade against tbe courts of 
law in the country, his most striking 
statement being that jackasses and mules 
have the liberty of the fields and streets, 
bui the courts of what is called justice 
confine free born Americans to stifling 
hovels. He said be had heard tbat the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, 
"sooalied labor organization," bad offered 
its sympathy to the striking miners. 


They bad sympathy to burn, said Sir. 


Lloyd. They burned it when they shov- 
eled it in their furnaces In hauling non- 
union ooiil away from the mines. His 
mention of Chief Arthur's name as head 
of the locomotive engineers brought forth 
hisses all over the hall. 


W. D. Maben, president of the street 


railway workers, was the next speaker. 
He said that he was cooler than in his 
youth, and experience had taught him 
that it was a different thing between 
saying a thing and doing it. This was 
especially true of uniting all organized 
labor 
Be had always defended trade 


unionism, not because of what it accom- 
plished in itself, but in what it led to, 
through natural evolution, causing Its 
adehrents to think and become more radi- 
cal 
Tbe remedy for the present trouble 


was government ownership Be did not 
believe in appealing to congress to'get 
the injunctions to stop, but to the Ameri- 
can people to make them stop. There are' 
6,000,000 workinginen 
idle, nnd they 


wonld bo better off in jail from fighting 
against injunctions than trumping about 
the county hungry. The practical side of 
the fight was to give tbo striking miners 
just two day's pay out of each worker's 
wages. That would amount to $4,000 - 
000. be said, and would be a more effect- 
ive way of aiding the miners than through 
the ballot box or congress either. 


M. ,7. Batohford, president of the Unit- 


ed Mine Workers of Atoerica, was he next 
speaker. He was introduced as one of tbe 
greatest generals that ever marshaled the 
'orces of labor together. He returned 
thanks to all branches of organized labor 
lor their sympathy and financial support 
;o tbe striking miners. Labor unions 
weie not successful, be said, because *ihe 
people had not embraced them. All the 
combinations of wealth, all tbe associa- 
tions of coal barons, all tbe trusts could 
not defeat tbe strikers If they were all or- 
ganized under one standard, but tbe trou- 
ble wa<; that labor movements alwayi met 
defeat at tbe hands of fellow workmen, 
at the bands of men whose Interests were 
identical with those of the strikers. There 
should be a common interest among min- 
ers and among all working'nen, and in 
that way would the unemployed be given 
work, and tbe children sent to school. 
He was in favor of a compulsory system 
of education an of equal suffrage. 
Grant 


women the right to vote and they could 
make no greater mistake than the men 
bad done. 


The convention had not been called 


with a view of taking political action, Mr. 
Katcbford said, and he hoped none would 
be taken; neither had it been called for a 
general strike or for a revolt. They had 
gathered to make common cause against 
the injunction policy, he declared, and to 
make that cause along tbo most conserva- 
tive lines which the nature of the evil 
would permit. 
Ho believed in Inbor 


strikes when all reasonable attempts at 
amicable settlements failed. In closing 
10 assured tbe assemblage that tbe strik- 
'ng miners wonld win out in their fight. 


TO-DAY'S 
MEETING. 


Resolutlon» Introduced Invoking State 
' Sovereignty but Dlplompcy the Eeturn 


of Conditions Under tile Supremacy 


of that 
Dogma. 


St. Louis, Aug. 31.—The committee on 


resolutions appointed by the labor con- 
gress yesterday to report on a plan to aid 
the striking coal miners, presented the 
following to the convention this morn- 
ing: 


Tbe fear of the more watchful father 


of the republic have been justified. 
The 


judiciary has become supreme. We wit- 
ness a political phenomenon absolutely 
new in tbe history of tbe world. Tbe re- 
public is prostrate at tbe'feet of judges' 
appointed to administer its law*. They 
acknowledge no superior on earth. 
Their 


despotic deeds recall Milton's warning to 
his countrymen: 'He who bids man to 
rule over Him above law, mav bid as 
well, a savage beast ' Under the cun- 
ning form of injunctions tbe courts have 
assumed to enact criminal laws, and after 
drawing to tbemsevfes tbe power of legis- 
lation nave repealed tbe bill of rights and 
for any violation these courts, who made 
the law, have denied the accused tbe 
rights of trial by jury. The exercise of 
tbe common rights of free men—tbe right 
of asseJnbly, the right of free speech, tbe 
rigbt of traveling in tbe public highways, 
have by legislation under the form of in- 
junction been made a crime and armed 
forces disperse as mobs people daring in 
company to exercise these rights.' At the 
last term of tbe supreme court of the 
United States it decided that the amend- 
ment forbidding involuntary servitude 


imprisoning them until the vessel was 
ready to leave port, then forcibly putting 
him on board to serve out his term. 
Un- 


der such a decision as this the old fugitive 
slave law may yet be revived and the 
striking laborers be seized and returned to 
tbe service of tbelr masters. 


"Having drawn to themselves all pow- 


ers of the federal government, until con- 
gress and presidents may act only by ju- 
dicial peiirlsaion, tbe federal judges have 
begun tbe subjugation of tbe sovereign 
states,- so thit, unless a check Is soon put 
upon the progress of usurpation, in a short 
time, 
government but the absolute 


despotism of federal judges will exist any- 
where over any portion of American soil. 


"Pending tbe strike of coal miners, 


starved to feebleness by scant wages and 
arduous and dangerous toll; pending 
their strike for the right to be fed enoij&b 
to make labor possible, it has been prolifla 
of judicial usurpation showing tho willing- 
ness ot judicial despots to resort to tbe 
mcst shameless defiance pf decency as 
•well as law and buinanlty,to enable heart- 
less avarice t/o drive its hungry serfs back 
to tbe mines to faint i and die in their 
drudgery, and there remains today cot 
one guaranteed right that American citi- 
zens exercise whioh by injunction cnnnot 
somewhere be made a crime, started by 
these subversions of constitutional lib- 
erty. 
We have met to counsel and have 


come to tbe following conclusions, that 


" Whereas, The present strike of tbe ocal 


miners has again demonstrated the fact 
that our BO called liberty is not freedom, 
but a stupendous sham, under which mil- 
lions are degenerating, while hundreds of 
thousands of men, women and children 
are starving In hovels and on the public 
highways; 


"Whereas, This condition has become 


permanent for a large and ever increas- 
ing number of our population, and so 
long as we permit a comparatively small 
class of legalized exploiters to monopolize 
;be means of production and distribution 
for their private benefit, it wJll be so. 
This fact has again been made obvious in 
the case of tbe miners; 


"Whereas, Appeals to congress and the 


courts for relief have been fruitless, since 
the legislative, as well as tbe executive 
and judicial powers are under control of 
the capitalistic class, so )t comes to pass 
that in this'free country,' while cattle 
<md swine have a right to tbe public high- 
ways, the American so-called freemen 
have not; 


'Whereas, Our capitalistic class has 


again shown in the present strike, that it 
has armed not only police, marshals, sher- 
iffs aud deputies, but also the regular 
army and militia to enforce the govern- 
ment by injunction, suppressing lawful 
assemblage, free speech and right to pub- 
lic highways, while on the other hand, 
the laboring men ot the 
country are 


unarmed and defenseless, contrary to the 
words and tbe spirit of the constitution of 
the United States." 


Then follows a series of resolutions set- 


ting apart next Friday, September 3, an a 
day of which every union man and every 
friend of labor is appealed to to contrib- 
ute one day's eaining to the support of 
the miners, and, in case the strike is not 
Buttled by September 20, a general con- 
vention will be called to meet at Chicago, 
September 27, of all labor organizations, 


to consider further measures In tbe In- 


terest of tbe striking miners and labor In 
general; declaring tbat the ballot is the 
best and safest means of ameliorating the 
condition of labor; calls for public owner- 
ship of railroads and telegraph; protests 
against government by injunction and 
concludes as follows: 


'No nation in which the people are 


totally disarmed can long remain free, 
therefore, we urge on all liberty-loving 
citizens to remember and obey article two 
of the constitution of the United States, 
which reads as follows; 'The right of; 
the people to keep and bear arms shall 
not be infringed.'" 


Tbe reading of the platform was no 


sooner concluded than a dozen men were 
on their feet clamoring for recognition. 
Delegate Osborn, of Atlanta, offered a 
resolution that all unemployed men in 
the United States apply for admission to 
tbe poor bouses. No action was taken 
thereon. 


Without confining themselves to the 


matter in band, the delegates turned tbelr 
oratory loose for tbe remainder of tbe 
morning session. Various amendments 
were suggested, but none of them were 
adopted. Osborne succeeded in getting 
bis poor bouse resolution before tbe meet- 
ing, but it met with no favor and was 
lost unanimously. 


Katcbford, during the Sow of oratory, 


took tbe convention to task for getting 
off the subject. He said tbe miners did 
not ask for aid: that was not the object 
ot tbe convention. He said tbe confer- 
enoe should endeavor to settle the para- 
mount question of government by in- 
junction. 
A recess was tben taken until

Tbe political police of 
Berlin have further learned tbat fivo an- 
archists, evidently tbe same flve persons 
whojaft Paris for Germany a week be- 
'ore, were seen1 at Beltlo the-night before 
the accident. They made inquiries in 
broken Geiman regarding Emperor Wll- 
lam's trld over£timt road, but-did nod oh- 
:.P.]D correct Information. 


It is now believed tbe plot was an at- 


;empt on tbe emperor's life. 


e;s. Tbe names of tbe missing are not 
given. Taylor is tbe wealthiest man in 
S°ary county. Dodson la a well known 
depufy and boo been the terror of moon- 
shiners for years. The six officers bad 
approached within 30 yards of the illicit 
distillery, in tbe mountains near Will 
Springs, when they were fired upon from 
amtush. Taylor and Dodson fell dead at 
tbe first volley.

WOULD RESIGN. 


Engineer John T. Barnett Offers 


His Eesignation to the City 


BDT 
IT 
WAS 
NOT 
ACCEPTED, 


He Does Not Like the Work Being 


Done at the Water Works and Wants 
* 


to Quit His Job—The Opening of 


Bids and 
Other 
Matters. 


The meeting of the city council last 


night wag one of the most exciting that 
has been held for some time. The mat- 
ter which created the most discussion was 
the resignation which was offered by 
John T. Barnett, the engineer at the wa- 
ter works. All of the aldermen were 
present excepting Mr. Montgomery, who 
is ont of the olty. 


The resignation of Mr. Barnett was as 


follows: 
'To the Honorable Mayor and City Coun- 
cil: 
"Gentlemen—I now tender my resigna- 


tion to the council as chief engineer of the 
city water works, to take effect Septem- 
ber 1, 1897. My reason for doing so Is 
that I cannot sanction or approve some of 
the eontemplatfd so called Improvements 
at the city works. I claim that snld im- 
provements as contemplated will cripple 
our lire protnotlon and general supply. 
Yours truly, 
John T. Barnett. 


"Cbiet Engineer City Water Works," 
Mr. Ammann moved that the resigna- 


tion be laid on the table and Drake moved 
;hat it bo not accepted. Mr. Bold thought 
that it should not be aqpepted and said it 
was time to learn something about what 
was going on at the water works. Mr. 
Dewitt said that when a man wanted to 
quit work it was best to lot him quit and 
be made n motion that the resignation be 
accepted. This motion\vas lost by a vote of 
8 nays and 5 ayes, those voting aye being 
Jewitt, Oogerty, Eeefe'Mathlas and Wag- 
gy. Mr.Barnett himself was then called In 
and ashed to give bis reasons for qultlng. 
Fie said that ho could prove that the 
work now going on was endangering the 
water works. The foundations were be- 
ng taken out from the A Ills pumps. Be 
md argued against it but had not been 
leaded. Another reason was that the 
best men at the water works wore quit- 
ting. He said be wanted someone with 
ibe proper power to come to the water 
works and be would show them what the 
rrmble was. He bad lived in the city 40 
years and bis word bod never been doubt- 
ed and he could prove what he said this 
time. Mr. Ammann made a motion that 
he entire council go In a body and In- 
spect the water works. Mr. Gogerty said 
that it was nonsense for the whole coun- 
cil to go look at the work as there were 
>ut few of them who understood any of 
ihe work. He was in favor of accepting 


man's resignation when he wanted to 


quit. 


Dewltt asked to let Mr. Dalgh make 


some answer.to the charge but the mayor 
wanted to first make a statement. He 
said that when Mr. Dalgh submitted to 
him the plans of what he expected to ac- 
complish at the water woiks, the mayor 
sent them to the Allls pump firm and In 
answer received a letter which approved 
be plans of Mr. Dalgh. The letter was 
read by the clerk. II stated tjbnt Mr. 
}algb was correct in bis plans and that 
>he work would be a great improvement 
io the water works. 


Mr. Bold said be bad letters from re- 


sponsible persons who stated that Mr. 
Dalgh was only a salesman and not an 
engineer. 


Mr. Barnett insisted that the letter 


from the Allls firm did not approve any 
such work as cutting away the fonnda- 
ilons of the Allls pomps. The mayor 
called in Mr. Dalgb and told him that be 
was charged 
with ruining the water 


works and asked what he bad to say for 
ilmselt. 
Mr. Daigh began by saying 


that the plans were outlined by him and 
that Mr. Barnett said they were all right. 
Mr. Barnett at once spoke np and said 
that it was not true. The mayor said that 
he beard Mr. Barnett make that state, 
ment to Mr. Dalgh. The latter then ex- 
plained how and why he was doing the 
work oil the Alllp pumps. He said that 
n regard to Mr. Bold'ti insinuations they 
would pass unnoticed,but if he oonld ever 
get at him through the courts he would 
make him pay for it. Mr. Bornett said 
that the plans for the work he had spoken 
of had not yet been finished by Mr., Dalgb 
and that they were sctll at tbe Union 
Iron works The mayor insisted that this 
was not so. After same words with Mr. 
Barnett In regard to tbe w-rk being done 
at the water works, Mayor "Taylor said 
that tbe matter bad been referred to him 
to carry out and that he Intended to carry 
It out and the council mightr as well real- 
ize that now B<> at any time. Mr. Bar- 
nett tried to say something bat the mayor 
told him to keep still and said that as far 
as be was concerned Mr. Barnett's resig- 
nation was ucoepted now. Barnett laid 
he hoped it wonld be accepted and tbe 
mayor said he oonld quit in tbe morning. 


Later In tbe meeting Hewitt wanted to 


bave tbe resignation of Mr. Barnett re- 
conEldered. Mr. Gogerty made a motion 
that tbe resignation be accepted, but it 
was lost by a vote of 6 to 7. Thorn vot 


ing aye, were Hewitt, Gogerty, Keefe, 
Knowlton, Waggy and Matblag.

question of bides which will be fully ap 
predated by tbe agricultural interest 
throughout the country. It will bo re 
membered that the Dingley tariff plarea a 
duty upon hides in the following Ian 
guage: 


"Hides 
of cattle, raw or uncured 


whether dried, salted, or pickled, fifteen 
per centum ad valorem." 


As soon as the full effect of this provi 


sion became known, the importer at 
tempted to establish tbe fact that ca! 
skins were not cattle hides, but fortunate 
ly the treasury department decided tha 
they were onttie bides and cited another 
portion 6f tbe Dingley tariff uj a deflnl 
tion to sustain this position which 1 
found in tbe section of the law which 
places a tariff upon live animals, whiob 
reads: 


"Cattle, if lees than one year olt2, twi 


dollars per bead." 


A 
protection administration of thi 


treasury depaitment rightly decides tbat 
when cattle under one year old are slaugh 
tared, tbe product is cuttle hides. 
Tbi 


importance of this will be appreciate! 
when it Is shewn that probably one thin 
of all tbe importations of bides are wha 
are technically known as calf skins. Mot 
satisfied with these decisions tbe Importer 
then attempted to take advantage of the 
provision In the Dlugley tariff which 
reads: 


"Articles the growth, produce, am 


manufacture of the Linked States, when 
returned after having bean exported,with 
out having bsen advanced Icnlna or 1m 
proved In condition by any process o 
manufacture ur other means." 


We export nWe than four hundred 


thousand cattle on the boot annually ant 
It is claimed by tbe importer tbat tbo 
hides of these cattle can be relmported 
free of duty. Again protection adminls 
tration of the law conies to the resonejol 
American industry with tbe decision in 
effect that prohibits the reimportation oi 
the hides of American cattle slaughtered 
abroad, deoiding tbat tbe hide whim strip- 
ped from the cattle becomes a commodity; 
that the hide when relmported has been 
advanced by curing or drying. 
Under 


these decisions the intent of the Dingley 
tariff Is fuily carried into effect 'and the 
American market is preserved to the 
American producer. It Is gratifying to 
note that tbe government will attain 
large Increases in revenne through this 
ruling. The Importation of bides last 
year amounted to £21,000,000, and 15 per 
cent thereon will produce a revenue of 
fully (3,000,000 a year.

the most stirring events of the civil war 
This old ante-bellum town on the rapid 
of the James river has greatly extender 
her trade and industries since the war 
but aside from this the objects of purel 
historic interest are the geatest attraotio 
to many. First in point of interest is th 
capitol building and despite its age, 11 
years.ls a beautiful structure, surrounde 
by lovely grounds containing 15 acres 
near the capitol is tbe ruagniflotnt equcs 
trian statue of Washington by Crawford 
A little distance from this is the life siz 
statue of "Stonewall1 Jackson in bronze 
presented to the city of Richmond by hi 
English admirers. 
The capitol buildin 


which was tha capitol of the confederac 
during tbe nivil war, contains many ob 
jects of great interest. In tbe rotunda i 
the life size statue of General Wasbingto 
by Houdon, modeled from life and ap 
proved by Washington 10 years berore hi 
death.

SHIP CUSHIONS. 


YcBsels Are Itleasnred for Them and 


•\VJiat They Arc Made Of. 


When a new vessel is ready to be 


fitted out with her cushions she is 
measured for them; not as a church 
would be, for a certain number of 
pews, btit every space in which a cush- 
ion is, to be placed separately. On a 
large vessel there might be a number 
of cushions of the same dimensions, 
but marine architecture is such that 
cushions may be required on. the same 
vessel in a great variety of forms, ant) 
of varying dimensions even within 
given lines, narrower at one end, foi 
instance, than a.t the other. 
And 


cushions are made to fit around masts 
andarouucltheroundedends of engines 
and in other spaces where they must 
be made in the form of an arc of a cir- 
cle; and ship cushions are made V- 
shaped and in other shapes to fit into 
various nooks and jogs. 


All cushions are made with a verti- 


cal front edge, and most of them are 
made with a vertical rear edge. But 
fJiip cushions aru often made with a 
rounded or beveled rear edge to fit 
handsomely ag-ains!" the side of the ves- 
sel, which serves as u back to a.seat, but 
may slope away at a sharper angle than 
seat bac'ks commonlj- do. 


Practically every boa.t that is set 


afloat, whatever she may be, big or 
little.isindividuallymeasured through- 
out for her cushions. The same ma- 
terials for stuffing cushions that are 
used on land are used on the water— 
hair, moss, cotton and so on. And ship 
cushions are sometimes stuffed with 
cork clippings for their buoyant prop- 
erties. The material most commonly 
used in covering church cushions are 
damasks and reps,' the damasks more 
generally. The material most com- 
monly used in covering ship cushions is 
mohair plush, which is made in vari- 
ous colors and qualities. Leather is 
also used in covering ship cushions, es- 
pecially in smoking-rooms and charts 
rooms'and aboard yachts, and it costs 
little, if any, more than a fine quality 
of mohair plush.—X. Y. Sun. 


Sciontillc Cutting. 


Men of science sometimes make ex- 


traordinary demands upon, the skill of 
instrument makers. An interesting il- 
lustration is furnished by the instru- 
ment called the "microtome," the pur- 
pose of which is to cut excessively thin 
slices, or sections, of various substances, 
such as animal or vegetable tissues, for 
microscopic examination. Microtomes 
have recently been invented, which, it is 
claimed, can cut successive sections 
each only one twelve-thousandth of an 
Inch thick! The edge of the 
knife 


which makes such cuts appears per- 
fectly smooth and straight when magni- 
fied 50 times.—Youth's Companion.

DECATUR PEOPLE PRAISE LOC&L MEF 


Result of the Strikers' Ball Game—Pro- 


position to Get Up a Bjenefit 


Game for the Miners Who 


Stick at Work. 


AH was comparatively quiet around the 


two Decatur coal mine* this morning 
when the faithful miners returned to 
their work. There were not so many 
strikers in eight aa were noticed yester 
day morning, and bnfi few of the men 
were stopped on their way to the shafts. 
About 70 men wont to work again at the 
old shaft and all of the miners reported 
tor duty at the new shaft. Everything ii 
moving along the same as usual at the 
two mines. 
Coal is being lifted rapidly 


and the teams and trains are hauling it 
away. There is no serious interruption 
of business. But the presence of the strik- 
ing miners in the city is a daily matter of 
worry and uncertainty not only for the 
faithful miners who bnve determined to 
remain at work, bnt"also to the company 
people who are yet at a loes to- know why 
so many strikers are being brought to the 
city. More strikers arrived from various 
points yesterday and it is claimed that 
more are to come. It is oven suggested 
that the plan of the strike leaders now IB 
to have a lot of marching women come to 
Decatur and go Into camp. The reason 
for this plan is not stated. It Is tough 
enough for some of the visiting strikers 
to experience cainp life. 


Strikers' Ball (Game. 


During the past two weeks committees 


have been scouring the clty'eelling tickets 
at 15 cents each for the benefit ball game, 
tbe fund!; to go fur the keep of the vielt- 
ing acriKers wno nave oeen camping ID 
and around Decatur since the 12th of Au- 
gust 
Tho game' was played yesterday 


afternoon at the Bain camping ground 
and was witnessed by a large number of 
tbe strikers and a few viti/ens. It result 
ed in a score of 3£ to 1? in favor of tbe 
Decatur team, the Biverton men being 
defeated. It is not learned how much 
money was realized from tbe sale of tbe 
tickets, but it 
is supposed that tbe 


amount was satisfactory. 
Game Proposed for the Faithful Miners. 


Noticing In a paper last evening that 


the Deoatur mlnera bad returned to work 
again a Jady remarked as she spoke of tbe 
ball game for the strikers that she would 
be glad If somebody would get up a ball 
game for tbo benefit of tbe men who were 
working every day. 
ehe thought they 


deserved a substantial testimonial far 
more than did the men who bad quit 
their jobs in other towns and bad come 
here unbidden to get the miners to stop 
work 
She added that the man who re- 


mained at hie work and looked after his 
wife and children was more deserving ol 
recognition than the other fellows 
Now 


It is proposed to arrange for a ball game 
to ho played by teamd selected from 
among Decatnr miners at work at-the two 
shafts, tbe proeco'16 to be disposed as tbe 
working miners may decide, for the bene- 
fit of the widows and children of deceased 
m'ners or to form a relief fund. 
No 


doubt thousands of tickets could boquick- 
ly sold and a large sum realized for almost 
worthy object 
It Is true that tbe work 


leg miners are not personally 'in need of a 
benefit, for they are daily making good 
wages, atfd will continue to do so, but 
there seenrs to be a wish on the part of a 
considerable number of the people of the 
community'who applaud tbe stand taken 
by tbo faithful miners to join in a general 
expression of their sentiment an to] the 
strike business as it has developed in De- 
catur, where there is no grievance, and 
many are anxious to do something that 
will show tbe men nt work that they are 
doing tbe right thing by themselves, their 
families and tbe olty. Plans for the pro- 
podede gam will probably be completed in 
a few .days. 


It has 
been 
claimed 
by strikers 


that tbe sentiment of tbe Docatur people 
all alone hag b~en with tbe strikers, but 
there are many residents of the eommun 
ity who deny that such a feeling exists. 
The working miners know better, for eit- 
izene meet them on their way to and from 
their work and assure them that they are 
doing tbe right thing. And on general 
principles tbe man who remains at work 
these times and looks after bis wife and 
children, paying bis own way, providing 
for tbe winter, js looked upon as far wiser 


d more|deservlng of encouragement than 


isthe man who spends bis time llstenlcg to 
agitators and marching abont from town 
to town In the effort to gut other men to 
join him In Idleness, then asking people 
who work for tbe dollars they get to-sup- 
port themselves and their families. 


All rfnlct at Camp. 


There are now said to be 350 idle men 


at tfca camp of tbe strikers 
They are do- 


ing nothing, just waiting for tbe plans of 
the strike leaders and getting what they 
BSD eat from day to day. 


Some nervous people In tbe comrnnn'ty 


imagine that there is a spirit of violence 
among tbe strikers. It Is protested dally 


by Sell & Co that there Is no intent or 
purpose to do anything in violation of 
lawf* It is net likely that any violence 
will be offered so long as things go alocg 
as now 
Certainly the miners will nol 


bother anybody if they ore not molested 
on their way home and back to work. 


Took a Miner'* Dinner. 


Early this moraine while a Decatnr 


miner was on his way to work at tbe new 
shaft he was stopped by a party of strikers 
out on East Wood street. The strikers 
talked to him on tbe line of tbe "persua- 
sion" plan until with considerable reluct- 
ance tbe miner said be would go on to the 
shaft, clean up his room and come out. 
That was all the badgered man would 
promise. He did'nt want to promise 
that, but bo had to say something in or- 
der to get rid of tbe strikers who used 
strong language end might have gone 
further. 
Tbe miner had bis dinner buck- 


et with him, and was starting away to tbe 
shaft when be was stopped again by the 
strikers, who mid if he was only going to 
the mine to clean up his room and quit be 
wonld not need bis dinner, and without 
further ado tbe bucket was snatched from 
tbe gra*p of tbe miner, who felt that be 
was in roueb company, and went away 
without audible protest, minus bis bucket 
and bis dinner, which tbe strikers it Is as- 
SDtned by tbe miner, appropriated 
for 


their awn use. Tbe miner told big story 
to the men at tbe shaft. 
Be thinks be 


could Identify tbe men if be should see 
thorn again, but he does not care to meet 
them alone. 
The miner's account of bis 


treatment at tbe handa of tbe strikers who 
were "persuading" him, aroused consid- 
erable indignation among tbe men at tbe 
shaft. 
The miner who bad his dinner 


stolen from him will not clean np bis 
room now until he gets good and ready 
and he will continue at work as long as 
there Is coal to dig and there is good 
money in sight every Saturday night. 
It 


is,not likely now that any of tbe new 
shaft men will even stop to talk to any of 
the strikers if their new scheme is to rob 
workingmen of their dinners.
